Killed in Ambush 


SAIGON (UPD — Survivor* 
of an ambush on a California 
pap-music quartet said Satur¬ 
day they played dead to 
escape highwaymen who tailed 
two Wen-aged performers and 
wounded a third and a soldier 
in a hail of gunfire. 

It was the first time Amer¬ 
ican entertainers had been 
tailed in Vietnam.

Bone said South Vietnamese 
militiamen had turned the 
group back before the attack, 
saying darlmeas made it ton 
dangerous to complete the 
drive to Vung Thu along the 
lonely highway. 

He said a burst of automa¬ 
tic weapons fire suddenly 
blazed out of the jungle, hitting 
one of the muaiciara to the 
elbow and forcing the pickup 
truck tn roll over in a ditch.

"We stopped to see if it was 
our side by mistake." Bone 
said. "The girl remained in¬ 
side on the floorboard while 
the Others got out. put up the> 
arms and said. ‘We are Amer¬ 
icans.* 

"There were four guys 
standing five feet away. They 
were in civilian clothes, and 
they stopped firing. 

"They took our ID cards, 
wallen and a couple of suit- 
cases from the .rear of the 
truck. They had all our instru¬ 
ments in them. Then they 
left."

Bone said the attackers re¬ 
turned about 30 minutes later 
and opened fire again. 

"The three of us who were 
still alive played dead." Bone 
said. 

"t don't think they even 
saw me,’* Miss Levine said. 
"X was propped up against the 
doer on the ftoor under the 
steerhtg wheel. We just waited 
until some Thai soldiers shn 
were patrolling the road pick¬ 
ed us up.**

r pHE NEW CHARTER flqght rain offered by the 
x leading Canadian companies in the mass air move¬ 
ment business are ao km’ that it is now possible to 
spend a holiday in Europe with transportation costs 
little more than the price of a return ticket economy 
class to Toronto. 

With the coming of the jumbo jets, carrying even 
bigger loads than the current largest type of 
passenger plane. H b expected that charter night rates 
will eventually decline even further. 

In Hawaii, where more than 90 per cent of the 
tourists now come by air. the expectation b that a 
return flight from San Francisco or L» Ang eles ta 
Honolulu and the neighboring Ides will be only SI 00, 
or lesa than half the present tariff. 

With this prospect in view, the State of Hawaii Is 
Indulging; In a massive construction program designed 
to provide enough beds for the visitors which It b 
expected will accompany the lower rates and faster 
travelling times which the jumbos will provide. 

Victoria as a tourist city, as well as a residential 
area filled with potential globetrotters, has a deep 
Interest in the future of air travel for the mas se * . 

It can e xpec t more of its oak people to travel and, 
ft can also expect more air visitors. 

However, the fact that Victoria has not a suitable 
airport for the larger jet planes makes it highly 
unlikely that the city will capture its full share of the 
mass tourist movement. 

On the other hand, many communites In a 
similar feeder Bne position to that of Victoria have 
mixed view* on the advantages of having full scale 
airport facilities used heavily by the charter operators. 
These charter flyers generally do not stay Ing in one 
place, and frequently their spending poorer b limited. 

•Further many popular resorts the world over are 
experiencing nofee nuisance from arriving and 
departing planes, unless they are lucky enough to have 
airports far removed from the centres of population. 
As the supersonic planes come into use thb nuisance 
will increase. 

So far as Victoria b concerned the real 
Importance lies in having adequate and frequent air 
ferry facilties with Va n c ou v er so that the growing 
mass of holidaymakers may, if they wish, take the 
short feeder service without having king and 
frustrating waits for the next connection- It b in thb 
re s pect that Victoria's service at present b lacking. 
Only too often it takes as long to make the last few 
miles between Vancouver and Victoria as it does to 
make the main journey ten to a hundred times as far.

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Harrison Won’t Fight Battle of Britain 


‘Dirty Intrigue ’ Suppressed? 


AUCKLAND. NX, (Reuters) — A Second 
World War RAF commander says he suspects the 
film The BatUe^of Britain will cover up "a dirty 
little wartime intrigue” which led to Lord Dowd- 
ing*s dismissal as chief of fighter command. 

The charge was made by Air Vice-Marshal Sir 
Keith Park, commander of No. 11 fighter group, 
which covered London during the historic 1940 
Battle of Britain. 

He said he was surprised to learn Rex Harri¬ 
son. who served under Sir Keith in No 11 group 
and was to have taken the role of his old com¬ 
manding officer in the film, has withdrawn from 
it and has been replaced by Trevor Howard, 
a a * 

Sir Keith “said Harrison probably read the ac¬ 
counts of the intrigue and declined to play the role 
as it was written in the script. 

"There was a dirty little intrigue going on be¬ 
hind the scenes among air ministry air staff and 
the group immediately in the rear of No. 11 
groups,” said Sir Keith. 


“As a result of this Intrigue. Just after the 
Battle of Britain was won. the air ministry sacked 
Air Chief Marshal Dowding. 

“As I had been his chief of air staff for two 
years before 1940 and also his principal operations 
officer throughout the Battle of Britain. I was rele¬ 
gated to command the flying training schools.” 

Sr Keith said he was pul In the corner “like 
a naughty boy." 

“Someone at the air ministry had second 
thoughts and I was chosen to command the air 
force at Malta and later in the Middle East and 
Southeast Asia,” he said. “I was lucky, but poor 
Dowding never got another command. “

This 
surprised me. I was also surprised to learn that naval sailors were also in the chain 
gang. Therefore, I did some research. I could find no evidence that the chain gang 
worked on Erin Hall, but I did learn that for some years naval sailors were in the gang, 
and clanked About the streets marching to and from various types of public works on 
which they labored - public buildings, streets, Government House, legislative buildings.

Although abe waa already very buay heljiing 
to care for the farm and raialng her five chiklren. 
I.ady Rodney made time to become the flrat Head 
Commtaaloner for Ctrl Guide* In Alberta when 
the movement waa organised there provinc lolly. 

To fulfill the rAAIgarton* of her poaltlon, abe 
■pent the better part of f air win lent driving ab-njl 
the province visiting CHrl Guide companies 
wherever they were established. The one special 
knot she could tie saved Jv*r from having to admit 
■he knew leaa than moat tenderfeet about the 
practical side of guiding. 

While his *4fe was helping the Guide 
movement, Lord Rainey became Interested in 
ham radio and was one of the Canadian pioneers 
In the field of radio communications. Using his 
own transmitter, he made contacts to Auatrubn 
and New Zealand as well as throughout North 
America and Europe, On one occasion, he 
received an award for reaching the furthest point 
with the least power. More than a few ham 
operators made contact with VEflGY during the 
28 years he waa broadcasting. 

During this peri-xf, reports of deaths of small 
children who had been left skew while their 
toothers were out working were null# frequent 
and lowly Rodney went Into action to try to 
rectify the problem. Rhe fmtened ■ movement to 
establish a eh klren's day care centre to 
Edmonton, and eien after H was Instituted, 
helped to keep It operating by baking and raffling 
Otrtatmaa cakes each y^ar, d-mating the proceeds 
to the centre. 

When the ground World War came, Alberta 
became a training centre for Commonwealth 
airmen and Cottesmore Farm became a home 
■way from home for many of the young men, 
especially ttwae from Australia and New Zealand, 
Labor was scarce at the time and the a'rmm 
used to help the Rodneys with the ctr>re# as their 
way <4 thanking them. Five fliers even Jived at 
the farm for three months, returning to camp 
nnly when thetr friends who filled In for them at 
r«4l call warned them of some snecial activity. 

The war touched the family In a deener 
manner, irnvm-er, when the eldest iion wt« Wiled 
to the air force. The Rodneys also spent an 
•gonlzed two weeks Immediately following the 
outbreak off the war wondering if thrtr three 
youogrst children were safe. 

The children, who had been studying to 
England, left for home the day before war waa 
declared and so were only 24 hours nut to sea
